The comparison of the three-year-old 
daughters of the leading sires of the breed 
offers very interesting grounds for study, and 
also aids in helping to establish some of the 
facts as to which is the greatest sire in the 
world. 

The first bull we have on our list and one 
whose daughters have, almost without ex- 
ception, made the most wonderful records in 
their three-year-old form, is King Henger- 
veld Aaggie Fayne. But sixteen of his daugh- 
ters have completed three-year-old records, 
yet seven of these or 43.7%, have made over 
30 tbs. of butter and ten or 62.5%, have pro- 
duced over 25 ths. There is no other bull of 
the breed with as many three-year-old daugh- 
ters to make official records that can even 
show 20% of his daughters above 30 tbs. of 
butter. In the 25-tb. list, his nearest rival, 
in percentage of threetyear-old daughters, is King Segis, 
35.8% of whose daughters have made over 25 ths. of but- 
ter in their three-year-old form. Next comes Sir Korn- 
dyke Pontiac Artis with 27.2% of his three-year-old daugh- 
ters above 25 ths.——then King of the Pontiacs with 21.2% 
and closely following are Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke with 
18.3%, Colantha Johanna Lad with 18.2% and Pontiac 
Korndyke with 15.9%. 

_Of course, it must be taken into consideration that 
with the exception of Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke and Sir 
Korndyke Pontiac Artis, all of these bulls have had a much 
larger number of three-year-old daughters to make rec- 
ords than King Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne. The ten 
highest three-year-old daughters of King Hengerveld 
Aaggie Fayne are as follows: .

When it is considered that it was only a few years ago 
when the first three-year-old crossed the 30-tb. mark, it 
seems remarkable, indeed, to-day that seven three-year- 
old daughters of this bull should have made records of 
from 31.94 to 37.34 ths. for seven days inside of the last 
two years.

Five of the eight highest record three-year-

The daughters of King Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne oc- 
cupy first, fifth,-seventh and eighth places in the list of 
the ten highest three-year-olds for thirty days. Half of 
the eight greatest record three-year-olds for thirty days 
are his daughters. In the list of twenty-five highest sen- 
ior three-year-olds for thirty days, his daughters take 
fourth, sixth, seventh, twenty-second and twenty-fourth 
places, while in the junior three-year-old division, they 
take first and eleventh places. His daughters thus take 
as high a rank among the three-year-olds of the breed as 
the daughters of King of the Pontiacs take among the 
two-year-olds. In the eight months division one of the 
daughters of King Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne holds first 
place in the junior three-year-old class and they also hold 
first and third places in the semi-official division. There 
is a total of.four firsts, two thirds, one fourth, three 
sixths, two sevenths, besides three other places that his 
daughters hold in the three-year-old class alone. His 
nearest rival, in respect to 30-tb. three-year-olds, is King 
of the Pontiacs, who has six in the list, and which are as 
follows:

Ttlis five best daughters average 138.55 
tbs. of butter for a month, while the highest record made 
by any other three-year-old cow in the world is held by 
Wooderest Ina De Kol, of 143.97 ths. of butter, or less 
than 51% ths. more than this average. 

Four of the three-year-old daughters of WKing Henger- 
veld Aaggie Kayne made over 136 ths. of butter for thirty 
days and there are only four other three-year-olds in the 


world to produce over this amount of butter. Infact, 
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ig in the four-year-olds and the mature daugh- 
‘rs of the different sires, there are only two other bulls 
egy Pre even two daughters to make 136 ths. of butter in 
thirty. days—Pontiac Korndyke and Johanna Rue 3d’s 
Lad. The four best daughters of King Hengerveld Aaggie 
Fayne average 141.95 tbs. of butter for thirty days in the 
three-year-old division, while the four best three-year- 
old daughters of all the other sires in the world com- 
bined average 141.68 ths. of butter or 27/100 tbs. less. 

This average would have been even higher for the 
daughters of King Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne, had not 
one of his greatest daughters, Finderne Mutual Fayne, 
died from strangulation just when she promised to break 
the 30-day record in the senior three-year-old class. The 
wonderful persistency of his daughters is clearly proven 
in the fact that with the exception of this cow and Fin- 
derne Johanna Fayne, all of his 30-th. daughters made 
over 120 ths. butter in a month, or over four times their 
seven-day record. One of his daughters, Finderne Sol- 
dene Hengerveld, made a record of 35.34 Ibs. of butter 
in seven days and 136.83 ths. in thirty days with first calf, 
thus breaking the word’s record for first freshening for 
both seven and thirty days. 

In the seven-day division the average of the four best 
three-year-old daughters of King Hengerveld Aaggie 
Fayne is 36.69 ths. of butter. while the average of the 
four other best three-year-olds in the world is 37.94 ths. 
or only 1.25 ths. butter more. The average of all the 
three-year-old daughters of the leading sires for seven 
days is as follows:

The average of the three-year-old daughters of King 
Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne are thus several pounds of but- 
ter higher than those of any other sire, his nearest rival, 
King Segis, being 5.15 Ibs. of butter behind, King of the 
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Pontiacs coming third with an average of 21.84 Ibs. of but- 
ter or 6.95 lbs. behind. The three-year-old daughters of 
King Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne also average 7.15 lbs. of 
butter more than those of Sir Veeman Hengerveld, 7.27 
Ibs. of butter higher than those of Colantha Johanna 
Lad, 7.36 lbs. butter above those of Sir Korndyke Pontiac 
Artis, 7.35 lbs. higher than those of Pontiac Aaggie Korn- 
dyke and 8.05 lbs. higher than Johanna Rue 3d’s Lad. Such 
noted sires as Pontiac Korndyke and Hengerveld De Kol 
fall 8.76 and 10.15 lbs. of butter behind, respectively. We 
are able, however, to gather a somewhat different view- 
point if we compare the leading sires from the number of 
daughters they have in the various classes:

In this table he has a larger number of daughters than 
any other bull. King of the Pontiacs leads in respect to 
the number of 25-lb. and 20-lb. three-year-old daughters, 
having forty-two to make over 20 lbs. butter in seven 
days, while his nearest rival, Colantha Johanna Lad, is 
second with twenty-nine in the list. King Segis is third 
with twenty-six above 20 lbs., Hengerveld De Kol fourth 
with twenty-three in the list, Pontiac Korndyke fifth with 
twenty-two 20-lb. three-year-old daughters and Sir Vee- 
man Hengerveld is sixth with twenty-one over 20 Ibs. 
King Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne is tied with Johanna Rue 
3d’s Lad for seventh place, each having fourteen above 20 
Ibs. butter, which is, however, a very remarkable showing 
for the former sire, considering the small number of his 
daughters to make A. R. O. records. 

In the 25-lb. list King of the Pontiacs is again first 
with fifteen daughters over that amount, King Segis is 
second with ten 25-lb. daughters, while King Hengerveld 
Aaggie Fayne comes up to third place with ten above 25 
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Ibs. of butter. Colantha Johanna Lad is fourth with nine 
25-lb. daughters and Pontiac Korndyke is fifth with eight 
in the list. 


When we consider the leading sires, however, in respect 
to 30-lb. three-year-olds, we find a different story. King 
Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne stands first with seven three- 
year-old daughters over 30 ths., and King of the Pontiacs 
is a close second with six above the same mark. Then 
Prince Hengerveld Pietje and Pietje 22d’s Son tie each 
other for third place with three 30-lb. three-year-old daugh- 
ters each. Johanna Rue 3d’s Lad has two 30-lb. three- 
year-old daughters, but no other sire in this table has more 
than one. King of the Pontiacs has two lsts and one 2d 
in the three lists, King Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne one Ist, 
one 3rd and one 7th. King Segis one 2nd and one 3rd and 
Colantha Johanna Lad one 2nd and one 4th. While on 
the surface King of the Pontiacs would appear to have the 
advantage, yet even here we must give the greater credit 
to King Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne, owing to the fact 
that he had but one-fourth as many daugthers to make 
three-year-old records as the other bull. Five of these 
three-year-old daughters also made above 35 lbs. of butter, 
while the highest record of a three-year-old daughter of 
King of the Pontiacs is but 34.25 lbs. 


There are only four other sires in the world to have 
a daughter to mak over 35 lbs. of butter, and one of these 
sires have two in that list. In fact, even when considering 
mature daughters, King Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne is the 
only bull to have five daughters over 35 lbs. of butter, 
Pontiac Korndyke coming second with four 35-lb. daugh- 
ters and King of the Pontiacs, Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke 
and Johanna Rue 3d’s Lad tying each other for third place 
with two 35-lb. daughters each. 


In the Advanced Registry Year Book for 1915 there 
were but forty-six 30-lb. three-year-olds in the world and 
only three of these were above 35 lbs. of butter, yet at the 
present time five of the three-year-old daughters of this 
bull have records of over 35 lbs. and seven or 15.2 per cent 
of the total number of three-year-olds in the Blue Book 
a year ago have 30-lb. records. In the yearly division only 
two of the three-year-old daughters of King Hengerveld 
Aaggie Fayne completed records in that class, yet so won- 
derful were the official tests made by these two that they 
were quite sufficient to give him the leadership also in the 
semi-official class. Of his junior three-year-old daughters, 
Finderne Holingen Fayne holds the world’s record in the 
junior three-year-old division by producing 1395.06 Ibs. 
of butter in 365 days, while another of his daughters, 
Finderne Lady Fayne, was first prize winner in the same 
class in the fiscal year of 1915-16 and also holds third place 
in the junior three-year-old division for a year, making 
1075.29 Ibs. of butter. No other sire had two three-year- 
old daughters, each with records of over 1000 Ibs. of butter 
in a year and the average of these two daughters of King 
Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne is 1235.33 lbs. of butter or 106.11 
Ibs. of butter higher than the best three-year-old record 
made by ariy other cow for a year of 1129.22 lbs. of butter 
held by Duchess Hengerveld Korndyke. 


In almost every possible comparison, therefore, the 
three-year-old daughters of King Hengerveld Aaggie 
Fayne far surpass those of any other sire in the same 
class and it would seem to establish, beyond all question 
of dispute, his authority to the title of being the “Greatest 
sire of three-year-olds in the world.”

XV. When To Cut Corn For Silage 


The time of cutting corn for silage 
has passed through an interesting his- 
tory. 

When silage was first made it 
was thought that the corn plant must 
be very green in order to make proper 
silage and much of the valuable part 
of the crop lost, as we shall see. As 
silos have become more and more 
common the corn plant has been har- 
vested later and later, until now it is 
the custom, and the proper one, to 
wait as long as possible in order to get 
more maturity, with increased keeping 
qualities. 

In order to study the subject care- 
fully and to find out the reason for the 
practice of waiting until the corn is 
as near mature as possible we must 
study the nutrient content of the corn 
plant at different stages of ma- 
turity. 

This is best shown in a table taken 
from “Modern Silage Methods,” pub- 








lished by The Silver Co., Salem, 
Ohio:

A careful study of this table will show some very inter- 
esting things. The huge increase in the amount of dry 
matter per acre comes between the milk stage and the 
glazing stage. There is a still further increase before 
ripening. After the glazing stage there is a change in 
the carbohydrates. The amount of fiber per acre drops 
more than 1000 Ibs. before the corn is ripe and the more 
soluble carbohydrates, starches, sugars, etc., increase more 
than 1500 Ibs. An increase in the dry matter per acre 
with every day up to maturity tells us that the later we 
put off putting the corn into the silo up to the time the 
corn is ripe the more food per acre we are getting in our 
crop. All groups of nutrients except the fiber show an 
increase with every day and the loss in fiber is more than 
made up by the increase in other carbohydrates. Fiber is 
the hardest nutrient to digest and the percentage of fiber 
that is digested is less than the percentage of any other 
nutrient. Therefore the digestibility of the corn plant will 
increase towards maturity. 

From the average of twenty-one careful trials with more 
than twelve different varieties of corn it has been found 
that between tasseling and ripening the dry matter in the 
plant will increase 193 per cent, the crude protein 98 per 
cent, the crude fat 230 per cent and the carbohydrates 265 
per cent. These averages have been compiled from sev- 
eral sources and bear out the statements given in detail 
above in the table. It is seen that when the plant has 
reached its full height, it has really only begun to store 
up food for use in the form of silage. These tables show 
conclusively how foolish it is to grow corn of large va- 
rieties for*silage and how much better it is to plant the 
corn no thicker than to allow it to mature fully with the 
largest possible proportion of ears. 

Therefore, due to the larger proportion. of food value as 
corn approaches maturity, we can say without any doubt 
that the time to cut corn for silage is as near maturity as 
possible. The only reason for not waiting until the corn 
is ripe is that there is danger that the silage may not pack 
well. This may be overcome in part by the addition of 
water, as will be discussed under treatment suggested for 
frosted corn. 

A third reason, apart from the increased amount of 





nutrients and less fiber is in the fact 
that there is more of the carbohydrates 
in the form of starch as the plant ap- 
proaches maturity than in the form of 
sugar. This fact has an important 
bearing on the keeping quality of the 
silage. The more sugar there is pres- 
ent the farther fermentation will go 
and the more acid will result. The 
better quality of silage is that that js 
least acid. Then, too, the losses in 
food value which occurred in the silage 
after it was stored in the silo in the 
early days often ran as high as 20 per 
cent. According to the best authorities 
the loss need not be above five per cent 
if the corn is reasonably mature before 
cutting and the silage is properly 
packed. The writer has many times 
seen gallons of liquid nearly of the 
consistency of syrup run out from the 
bottom of silos when the corn was put 
in too green. The silage in such a silo 
is sure to be very acid. While not in- 
jurious, acid silage is not so palatable, 
certainly not so nutritious, and indi- 
cates that there has been a greater loss than necessary in 
the silage after storage. 


Silage from Frosted Corn 


In the colder parts of top tier of states in the United 
States if we are going to leave our corn in the field until 
it is fully glazed, or even later, often it is going to get 
frosted. There is now enough experience on this point 
to enable us to say that frosted corn will make just as 
good silage as other corn if properly cared for. First, 
the corn that has been frosted must be cut at once, be- 
cause if left in the fields it will shatter and lose some in 
this way if it dries out too much. Then if the frosted 
corn is rained on very much the same losses will occur 
as would occur if the corn were cut and shocked. 

When frosted corn is cut into the silo water enough 
must be added to make the silage pack well. Practically 
it is nearly impossible to do this unless the blower type of 
silage cutter is used. Then the water is introduced into 
the blower and the silage is thoroughly and evenly wet. 
Water enough will be added if a good stream, without 
much pressure, is run into the blower with a three-quarter 
inch hose. The writer has had two years’ experience with 
silage made from frosted corn in this way and when fed 
it could not be distinguished from ordiary silage. 

We would advise, then, that when there is a blower 
cutter available and a stream of water that can be intro- 
duced into the blower, corn should be allowed to mature 
beyond the glazed stage before it is cut. We would even 
suggest that some chance be taken with early frosts in 
order to get a more matured plant with the very evidently 
greater food value than there is if cutting is put off until 
the kernels are fully glazed.

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INDIVIDUALITY *s 7m 


Holstein - Friesian breeders 
are awakening to the fact that 
the public demand is for bet- 
ter individuals—a finer, more 
perfect type combining all the 
desirable qualities and charac- 
teristics of the breed—elimi- 
nating all that are actually ob- 
jectionable or undesirable. 
This statement is not made in 
a depreciating or critical 
spirit or to reflect in any way 
on the merits of the breed, for 
in the estimation of the 
writer, after having bred five 
or six of the leading breeds of 
thoroughbred cattle, tthe 
Blacks and Whites are supe- 
rior to any other, more profit- 
able and possessing more de- 
sirable qualities. 

No breed is faultless—all 
should be improved and made 
more perfect by developing 
the superior and eliminating 
the objectionable character- 
istics. To accomplish this the 
first necessary advance step is 
the recognition of the undesir- 
able as well as the superior 
qualities of the breed. 

The breeder who _ believes 
his herd or his adopted breed 
is perfect never will make any 
improvements in either, for 
in his mind there are no im- 
provements to be made. The 
person who takes that position 
may have a superior herd, but 
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organs. A low hanging, swing- 
ing udder trailing in the mud 
not only makes a bad ap- 
pearance, but is much more 
liable to injury. <A perfect 
udder is impossible unless na- 
ture has made proper provi- 
sion for it by creating a high 
broad arch so that it will come 
back where it belongs and is 
firmly supported. 

In selecting a sire as well as 
a female for reproduction 
careful consideration should be 
given this important point. 
Superior individuality is the 
first and most essential qual- 
ity to be considered. It fur- 
nishes the best evidence of 
large future production and 
long years of usefulness. A 
large majority of the great 
records have been made by 
cows of superior individuality, 
This is only natural, for the 
more perfect the physical sys- 
tem, the greater the power and 
endurance. Only a powerful— 
a very perfect—machine can 
convert the products of the 
soil into 20,000 Ibs. of milk and 
1,200 Ibs. of butter and repeat 
the process year after year. A 
large majority of the animals 
of the Holstein-Friesian breed 
change ownership before ar- 
riving at a_ producing age. 
Their value is governed in a 
large degree by their personal 





as long as he adheres to this 
view he will stand still while 
the procession moves on.

appearance. There can be no 
question that superior individ- 
uality should be the first essen- 
tial in the breeding herd. 
The second important con- 








proved as the art of breeding 
is better understood and more 
thought, more study and more intelligence is focused on 
this work. 

3y looking backward a quarter of a century we observe 
marked improvement in the development and production 
of all breeds—each in its special field. If we could pene- 
trate the veil and look into the future for the same period 
we would doubtless see still greater improvement, for the 
people and the governments of nearly all progressive coun- 
tries are realizing the importance of this great industry. 

As breeders of Holsteins we should maintain the laurels 
which we now hold. This position has been gained by 
encouraging and developing the great natural superiority 
of the breed as producers, by better care, better environ- 
ments, more skillful management. 

The enormous records which have been made have done 
wonders toward popularizing the breed and creating a de- 
mand. These records should be encouraged and will prob- 
ably be increased. The end is not yet. The future de- 
pends more on the man behind the cow than upon the cow 
herself. 

The efforts of breeders have generally been directed 
toward the accomplishment of one purpose—the making 
of phenomenal records—regardless of the development and 
improvement in other essential qualities which must re- 
ceive attention before our favorite breed will attain that 
high degree of perfection which we all wish to see, which 
is possible and which is within our reach. 

Discriminating breeders are becoming alive to the fact 
that better individuality is demanded with high average 
records and a higher average per cent of butter fat made 
under normal conditions, better top lines with proper sym- 
metry, proportions, higher quality, better shaped, better 
balanced udders, properly placed and supported, greater 
uniformity in size, form and general appearance and a 
higher average, normal per cent of butter fat, all of which 
are essential if we would produce the most perfect, most 
valuable dairy breed. Too much importance cannot be 
attached to the form and position of the udder and milk 


sideration is the breeding as 
denoted by the combined indi- 
viduality and production of all the ancestors in the first 
few generations. The party who establishes his herd 
merely on the production of the dam or the dam and dam 
of sire “builds his house upon the sand.” 

A costly experience taught me this lesson many years 
ago. The daughter of the world’s record butter cow, sired 
by a son of the world’s record milk cow, was sold at eight 
months of age, at auction, at the highest figure of any 
animal of the B. & W. breed up to that date. When she 
came into milk as a two-year-old she proved to be the 
poorest, by far, of thirty-two heifers of the same age in 
the same herd. Her daughters were of the same class. 
All were sold at about beef prices to get them out of the 
herd before they ruined it. ‘“A fool and his money soon 
parted.” 

The great temptations which decoyed the fabulous 
price from the bidder were those two world’s records of 
dam and dam of sire. These records loomed up to such 
a height before him that he could see nothing beyond. 
The animal was large, beefy, but no expert would select 
her on her individuality as a high class specimen for a 
dairy cow. It was simply those world’s records that in- 
duced the bidding. Later investigation showed that the 
dam had no known breeding. Her dam, sire and breeder 
all were unknown. The sire was a fine beef specimen, as 
was the grandsire which he resembled. He had none of 
the dairy points of his splendid dam. This expensive 
lesson taught me not to rely on world’s records alone as 
evidence of actual value for breeding purposes and, there- 
fore, I consider the ancestors back of the dam of far 
greater consequence than her record. 

A dam with a very large record is much to be desired, 
but this, in my judgment, is of much less importance than 
her ancestors, especially in selecting a sire. 

The great foundation sires of the breed such as Neth- 
erland Prince Hengerveld De Kol, Pietertje Hengerveld 
Count De Kol, etc., had dams with only medium records 
but very superior ancestry. 
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\s a whole the Holstein-Friesian breed is without an 
cat ie dairy or as a general purpose breed, possess- 
ing more desirable qualities than any other, and yet it 
should be greatly improved and made still more valuable 
by breeding for higher average individuality, greater uni- 
formity, a higher average per cent of butter fat, straighter 
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top lines, perfectly formed, well placed udders, a higher 
finish and more attractive appearance. 

This can easily be accomplished without loss of pro- 
duction. A large majority of the largest records for both 
milk and butter, made since the introduction of the breed 
in America have been by cows of the most deisrable type.

TOE CALAMO HENGERVELD 


Honors were easy for R. E. Haeger of Algonquin, I[Ili- 
nois, who brought twenty-five head of exhibition animals, 
headed by the famous Paul Calamo Korndyke. Haeger 
literally ran away with the money, taking twelve firsts, six 
seconds, two thirds and two fourths. His winnings with 
the additions made by the Holstein-Friesian Association, 
totaled nearly $600.00. Second honors were about divided 
between two New York breeders. E. A. Powell entered 
68 head, taken largely from his famous Model family of 
show ring winners and record makers. Mr. Powell took 
seventeen ribbons, but his proportions of firsts was not as 
large as the blues won by M. S. Nye of Preble, who landed 
five firsts to Mr. Powell’s three. His exhibit contained 
twenty-five head. A. W. Brown & Son of West Winfield 
won six ribbons, as did R. M. Stone & Son of Marcellus, 
but the Browns did not get a first, while the Stone herd 
landed two blues. 

In the bull classes the Haeger entries were winners 


three out of four times and this herd took two seconds 
out of four. R. M. Stone took the remaining first, while 
E. A. Powell’s entry and that of Gallup & Warner of 
Syracuse were second in two of the four classes. 

In the classes for females, Haeger was forced to split 
more nearly even, taking three firsts, while M. S. Nye 
took two. Other firsts in the female classes were won 
by Alfred S. Ferguson of North Syracuse and R. M. Stone. 

It was natural, therefore, that the Haeger herd should 
win most of the special classes and the grand champion- 
ships. In these two divisions, this herd won six firsts and 
ribbons, N. S. Nye’s entries winning three and E. A. Pow- 
ell’s animals winning three times also. R. M. Stone was 
the only other blue in this division. 

In the first class called for aged bulls, Prof. Plum 
placed Paul Calamo Korndyke at the head with his son, 
Paul Calamo Korndyke 14th, second. Mr. Nye’s Sir Beets 
Madison Jennie was given third and E. A. Powell’s Lake- 
side King Segis Alban De Kol, was set down to fourth.

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A Good California Herd 


One of the best of the newer herds that have recently 
been established in California is that of the Toyon Farm 
herd of Santa Clara County, California, owned jointly by 
the Lewis Company and Horace L. Hill, Jr. The farm 
is about thirty-five miles from San Francisco and is 
reached in an automobile by going south on the new State 
3oulevard until a few miles south of Palo Alto, when one 
turns to the west and finally reaches the farm among the 
foothills adjoining the Pacitic Coast. The buildings, which 
have been recently completed, lie on the side of the hill 
and overlooks the Santa Clara Valley below. We were 
first shown the string of milking cows, which were about 
fifteen in number, including three or four grades which, 
however, were to be sold very soon keeping nothing but 
purebreds. The cows were almost without exception 
large, strong, rugged individuals, and were all young. 


In the barn we had pointed out to us the 30-tb. cows 
in the herd of which the highest was Finderne Soldene 
Fayne, who had just finished a record before shipping of 
over 33 ths. of butter. When Mr. Hill purchased her she 
only had a record of 25.52 tbs. of butter in seven days, 
made as a senior four-year-old, but she freshened before 
she was shipped on the cars and increased her record ai- 
most eight’ pounds of butter, making 33.28 tbs. and fully 
tripling her value. She also has a thirty-day record made 
as a junior two-year-old, of 83.68 tbs. of butter from 2037.7 
tbs. of milk, and judging from her looks and by the great 
margins by which she increased her former records each 
time that she had freshened, it would almost seem as if 
she would come close to the 40-tb. mark the next time 
she calved if she had the proper fitting. Her sire is King 
Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne, who has nine 30-tb. daughters 
and who is the only sire in the world to have five daugh- 
ters over 35 ths. of butter or to have seven daughters to 
make over 30 tbs. in their three-year-old form. Her 
mother is the dam of two 30-tb. daughters, including an- 
other 30-tb. cow, Finderne Hengerveld Soldene, in seven 
days. There are two daughters of Finderne Soldene 
Fayne in the herd, the first Finderne Soldene Korndyke, 





who recently completed a record of 20.75 ths. of butt 
at the age of 2 yrs. 10 mos. and 18 days. She is sired i 
King Pontiac Segis Korndyke, whose first twelve day he 
ters to come into milk average over 20 tbs. of butter” :

20 tbs. of butter. Her last daughter is only a few months 
old, being bred by Mr. C. W. Hunt of New York, in wlan 
hands her dam was owned for a short time before terse 
sold back to Mr. Bernhard Meyer, and her sire is Coma 
Pontiac Spofford, who is one of the popular young sires 
of the breed. This is the only instance of a 33-th cow 
and both of her daughters being owned’ in the same herd 
in California. 


There are two other 30-tb. daughters of King Henger- 
veld Aaggie Fayne in the herd, Finderne Hengerveld 
Soldene, who made 30.46 tbs. of butter in seven days 
and who is a sister to the 33-ftb. cow, Finderne Soldene 
Fayne. The last ‘is Finderne Miriam Fayne, who made 
30.54 tbs. of butter in seven days and 122.41 tbs. in thirty 
days as a senior four-year-old, her thirty-day record be- 
ing one of the best ever completed in that class, 


Among the calves were four daughters of 30-tb. cows 
the most fashionably bred of which is probably the daugh- 
ter of Finderne Netherland Fayne. - Her dam recently 
made 37.11 tbs. of butter in seven days from 567.1 ths, of 
milk and 139.78 tbs. of butter in thirty days from 23221 
tbs. of milk, at the age of 3 yrs. 9 mos. and 22 days. Her 
record for seven days is the third highest in the world 
being only exceeded by 41.83-ib. three-year-old Lady Pon- 
tiac Johanna and the 38.06-tb. three-year-old Finderne 
Alexis Pontiac, neither of which heifers, however, pro- 
duced as much as Finderne Netherland Fayne in thirty 
days. In the thirty days division her thirty-day record 
is the fifth highest in the world. She also has a record of 
21.97 tbs. of butter from 440 tbs. of milk, made as a senior 
two-year-old. Her dam is Finderne Pontiac Netherland, 
who held the world’s seven and thirty-day records for

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several years for butter by making 28.26 tbs. of butter from 
567.5 ths. of milk in seven days, and 110.72 ths. of butter 
from 2329.4 tbs. of milk in thirty days, at the age of 2 
yrs. 2 mos. and 24 days. The average of her and her 
daughter’s records is 32.68 tbs. of butter for seven days 
and 125.25 ths. for thirty days, at an average age of 3 
yrs. and & days, which is the world’s record for mother 
and daughter for both periods at that age. The sire of 
this heifer is King Pontiac Segis Korndyke, who is out of 
the 30-tb. cow, Beauty Rauward De Kol, and her sire is 
King Segis De .Kol Korndyke, whose dam is the first 37- 
tb. cow, Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d. The four nearest 
dams of this heifer which includes a junior two-year-old 
and a senior three-year-old average 33.28 ths. of butter 
for seven days, which is the highest average of any 
heifer in California. 

Another daughter of a 30-tb. cow is a beautiful heifer 
out of the 31.22-th. cow, Springdale Ononis Vale, and 
another especially promising calf is out of a good record 
daughter of the first 41-tb. cow, Valdessa Scott 2d. 

For the future herd sire of the farm, Mr. Hill picked 
out two sons of the noted Finderne bred sire, King 
Valdessa, and out of 20-fth. dam. One of these young 
bulls is a remarkably handsome individual with a_ nice, 
straight back line and good depth of body, and is well 
marked, being about two-thirds white. His breeding, 
however, came as somewhat of a surprise to me as this 
bull had never been mentioned before in print in any 
vay and yet he would compare very favorably with the 
breeding of any bull in the world. His dam is Finderne 
Soldene Hengerveld, who recently made 35.34 ths. of but- 
ter from 486.6 ths. of milk in seven days, and 126.83 ths. 
of butter from 2251.1 tbs. of milk in thirty days, at the 
age of 3 yrs. 11 mos. and 8 days, her seven-day record 
testing 5.81%, and her thirty-day record testing 4.86%. 
While this record is the seventh highest in the world in 
the senior three-year-old division for seven, and the sixth 
highest for thirty days, yet the true significance of this 
record was not known to me until Mr. Hill informed us 
that she had made this record with the first calf. This 
would, of course, give her the world’s record for first 
freshening by wide margins for both seven and _ thirty 
days, displacing Albina Josie, the former champion for 
seven days with first calf by 1.98 ths. of butter, who made 
33.26 ths. of butter from 523 ths. of milk in seven days 
and 109.81 ths. of butter from 2073.2 tbs. milk in thirty 
days in the herd of Oliver Cabana, Jr.. of Elma Center, 
N. Y. The best thirty-day record had been previously 
held by Korndyke Polkadot: Pontiac, a daughter of King 
Korndyke Hengerveld Ormsby, owned by Stevens Bros.. 
Liverpool, N. Y., who made 32.04 tbs. butter from 485.2 
ths. milk in seven days, and 127.69 ths. butter from 2229.5 
ths. milk in thirty days as a junior three-year-old. 

The sire of Finderne Hengerveld is King Hengerveld 
Aaggie Fayne, who in many respects ranks as the greatest 
sire that the breed has ever known. He is the sire of 
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Finderne Hilingen Fayne, who holds the world’s junior 
three-year-old records for every period of time fro 

seven days to one year, making 37.34 ths. butter in send 
days, 150.33 tbs. in thirty days, and 1395 ths. in + ae 
He is also the sire of Finderne Mutual Fayne, whew 
the only junior two-year-old heifer in the world to ale 
over 1200 ths. of butter in a year and who also made ne 
a senior three-year-old £06.73 ths. of butter. Other daugh. 
ters of this wonderiul sire are Finderne Netherland 
layne, 27.11 ths., Finderne Wachusett Fayne, 35.6] tbs 
Finderne Soldene Fayne, 33.28 ths., Finderne Lady Fayne 
£2.78 tbs. and three others over 30 ths. of butter, “Hic 
sire is King Fayne Segis, who has three 20-Ib. daughters 
and who is a son cf King Segis and out of the former 
world’s record 35-th. cow, Grace Fayne 2d’s Homestead 

The sire of this bull calf is King Valdessa, whose two 
nearest dams average 43.05 tbs. of butter for seven davs 
and 167.91 ths. for thirty days, the average for seven 
days being unequalled, while the average for thirty days 
has only recently heen exceeded by this half brother out 
of the great Canadian 41-fb. cow, May Echo Sylvia. The 
dam of King Valdessa is Valdessa Scott 2d. who was 
the first cow in the world to make 40 tbs. of butter, pro- 
ducing over four years ago 41.88 ths. of butter from 
694.6 ths. of milk in seven days, and 164.6 ths. of milk in 
seven days and 164.29 ths. of butter from 2933.9 ths. of 
milk in thirty days. [ler record was made with a com- 
paratively normal percentage of fat. her milk testing 
4.82% for seven davs and 4.48% for thirty days, her best 
day's milk heing 108.6 Ths. Two years after this record, 
Valdessa Scott 2d came hack and made 37.49 ths. of but- 
ter from 501.4 ths. of milk for seven days and 142.49 ths. 
of butter from 2475.7 ths. of milk in thirty days, her ree- 
ords still standing as the greatest ever made by a ten- 
year cld cow. She is the only 40-th. cow to ever come 
back with even a 20-ftb. record and is the only cow to 
make two different records averaging over 29 ibs. of 
butter. 

The sire of King Valdessa is Spring Farm Pontiac 
Cornucopia, who was the first bull in the world to sell for 
$15,000 at public auction and whom has not only prob- 
ably made mcre money in outside service fees than any 
other bull, but he has been bred to more extremely great 
record cows than any other sire in the world. His dam 
is the first cow in the world to make 44 ths. of butter, 
Kk. P. Pontiac Lass, and her dam is the 34-tbh. cow, Tweed 
De Kol Lass. The two nearest dams of this calf which 
includes tke senior three-year-old first calf record of his 
dam is 28.61 ths. of butter for seven days and 105.58 tbs. 
for thirty days. both of which averages are far higher 
than the averages of the two nearest dams of any other 
bull on the Pacific Coast. The average of his dam and 
the two nearest dams of his sire are 40.47 ths. of butter 
for seven days and 157.54 ths. for thirty days, these aver- 
ages being the fourth highest of any bull in the world 
fer both seven and thirty days.

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The Great Producing Dams of Today 


By R. AUSTIN BACKUS 


The various Holstein strains have now become so 
numerous and popular, through their ability to break rec- 
ords and establish large records, that even our veteran 
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MAY DUCHESS DE KOL 


breeders cannot to-day keep in their minds facts which 
were a few years ago so few that they could easily be kept 
in mind. : 

A very few years ago any breeder knew that the great 
producing dams of that day were Old Prilly and her six 
great daughters, her daughter Prilly Princess with her two 
thirty-pound daughters and her twenty-five-pound two- 
year-old daughter, Belle Korndyke, and her four daugh- 
ters all above twenty pounds, and Blanche Lyons with her 
five daughters, two above thirty-three pounds. These were 
the great producing dams of yesterday—what are they of 
to-day? 

Now that we have asked the question, we will endeavor 
to answer it by narrating in detail, a series of articles on 
the great producing dams of to-day. 

The cow selected as the subject of my first article, May 
Duchess De Kol, was born on September 10, 1903, on the 
farm of W. D. Robens, one of our most successful Hol- 
stein breeders. Although now thirteen years of age, she 
is still alive and healthy and owned by D. L. Thomas, 
Stittville, N. Y 

May Duchess De Kol was sired by De Kol Pietertje 
Prince 2d, No. 27930, a sire who had 11 A. R. O. daughters, 
four having records above twenty-five pounds. Her dam, 
Nellie Duchess of Pleasant Hill, was one of the foundation 
cows of Mr. Robens’ Pleasant Hill Herd, and under very

ordinary conditions milked over 20,000 pounds of milk in 
one year, private record, and then at next freshening, with- 
out going dry, made her twenty-one-pound butter record 
for seven days. The following year she was in better con- 
dition, but unfortunately died with milk fever. Nellie 
Duchess of Pleasant Hill has three A. R. O. daughters 
with records as follows:

This 
year the number of entries were not 
so large as last year, but the quality 
was extra good.

There were twenty-seven different 


classes and over 250 entries were in 
from the 17 herds represented. Some 
of those that we have seen at previous 
shows were absent this year, owing, 
no doubt, to the lack of help. M. M. 
Holtby, Port Perry, and George 
3rethen, Norwood, were both absent 
this year. The judge this year was 
that well known breeder, A. C. Hall- 
man, of Breslau, Ont., and from the 
remarks passed by the different exhib- 
itors, he gave entire satisfaction and 
kept to the same type in every class 
set by the individual receiving first 
honors. 

Mr. Hallman was the first president 
of the Canadian Holstein Association 
and has been a hard worker in behalf 
of the favorites for many years and 
much credit must be given to him for 
the stand taken at the laying of the 
foundation of the Holstein-Friesian 
herds in Canada and Mr. Hallman 
may well look back with pleasure on 
the growth the Holsteins have made.

The Shows of 1916 


HE event which this issue of the Holstein-Friesian 

World especially honors represents the closing of the 
show season for dairy cattle this year. In many ways 
the shows of 1916 have not been different from those of 
any other year.

The mission of the show is twofold. In the first place 
it is a sort of school for the exhibitor. He brings his cat- 
tle before the judge and the public for the purpose of 
gaining in popularity and for the purpose of learning more 
about the ideal type towards which all should breed. In- 
cidentally the purses that are hung up by the various or- 
ganizations are also great incentives from the standpoint 
of the exhibitor. 

The second mission of the show ring is from the out- 
side. It is of great significance to the industry because it 
brings before the public in a way more attractive than any 
other the beauties and the charm of the dairy breeds and 
the advantages to be derived from the dairy industry. 

These two purposes of the show ring, the one from 
within the ringside, the other working from without, are 
sufficient reason for its existence. Those live stock indus- 
tries that have been able to attract most effectively the 
attention of the public, especially that portion of the pub- 
lic which is able to indulge financially, have gone far in the 
art of showing. We believe there is just as wide a field to 
be cultivated by dairymen. 

If anyone doubts the desirability of the show we direct 
his attention to the acts of the various breed associations 
in offering prize money which will stimulate competition, 
especially that competition which tends to develop the 
highest type and the greatest individuality in the herds of 
this country. They will admit then, when all things are 
taken into consideration, the importance and necessity of 
the show. 

Those whose duty it has been to follow the shows and 
chronicle the awards have been led to wonder occasionally 
at the discrepancies that have arisen. For example, a 
number of herds will come in competition at one fair an 
there before a judge who is most competent to place 
these awards, the cattle are accredited certain positions 
and given certain prizes. Following this event these same 
cattle, with perhaps an additional herd, will be led into an- 
other show ring and there, before a different judge, they 
will be very differently placed. Again a judge who is sup- 
posedly an authority on type and individuality, a man who 
has had wide college: experience, is called upon to place 
these same cattle in a subsequent fair. Individuals that 
received first prizes in previous rings do not have a look 
in under his management, yet these same individuals are 
shown in groups which take first prizes. 
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These are only a few of the minor disagreements that 
called upon to face in giving the records of the 
Perhaps they are called forth by the fact that all 
men are more or less human, that all men do not see the 
came animal from the same angle, that each man has his 
own ideas and his own ideals as to type and excellence. 
Just where the divergence of opinion will lead is one ques- 
tion; just how the change can be worked out is still an- 
other. One thing is certain, something should be done to 
keep the show ring popular in the esteem of the well estab- 
lished exhibitor. It 1s a splendid place for the novice, it’s 
a place where he can gain much experience, but the great- 
est good for the breed cannot be gained unless established 
breeders are kept in the ring. And this variety of opinions, 
when taken from one fair to another, does not have a ten- 
dency to stimulate in the established breeder a desire to

= We are not dyspeptic enough to maintain that the aver- 
gee judge is influenced in placing his awards more by the 
exhibitor than by the exhibit. We do not believe that 
these men are possessed of such elastic consciences that 
they will be influenced by the standing of the owner. The 
young farmer whose entire capital is his pure bred herd, 
and the banker whose pure bred herd is his pastime, 
should be treated absolutely alike when they come before 
the judge as exhibitors. We believe that 90% of the men 
who are called upon to judge cattle do judge them accord- 
ing to the merits of the exhibits exclusively. 

~ Perhaps one reason why there are differences in awards 
is because some men judge by standards and some judge 
by comparison. There are breeders who will tell you that 
it is superlatively unfair and unjust to judge by compari- 
son. Such a system is not all sufficient in itself, for it is 
very apt to lead the judge into various paths that are not 
always easy to explain. On the other hand there are those 
who will tell you that every award should be placed ac- 
cording to a definite standard, that breeding should be 
done according to a scale of points, that every animal must 
be measured mechanically and unless he scores up to a cer- 
tain degree of excellence, he is not entitled to a place in 
the show ring. A plan of this kind would elimiate en- 
tirely the indescribable quality which in human beings we 
call character, and in cattle, for lack of a better term, we 
call individuality. 

It is practically impossible to judge a class of cattle 
purely by standard. There are certain qualities that will 
overbalance certain other qualities, certain discrepancies 
that are corrected by certain other points, all of which 
make it almost impossible to judge by fixed standard. 

And all of this leads to the question, shall we have a 
school for judges, or shall we have a school for exhibitors? 
Shall we refuse to let any man pass his judgment upon the 
cattle led into a ring until he has passed an examination 
that shows him eminently qualified for this work? In 
other words, who is fit to act as a judge? We believe that 
the man who has proven himself successful as a breeder of 
high class cattle, perhaps the one who has been successful 
as an exhibitor, or whose cattle would be successful if en- 
tered in an exposition, the man who is a student of dairy 
cattle quality and type is entitled to these honors. 

When it comes to determining who shall be the exhibi- 
tor, it is an entirely different question. Any man who is a 
breeder of high class cattle and who is willing to fit his 
cattle for the show ring, who is willing to abide by the 
rules of the show, is entitled to the privilege of competing 
for the prize money that is offered. But the province of 
the school for the exhibitor is to give him instruction in 
those finer points that make it possible to show his cattle 
to the best advantage. This seems like a very small thing 
in itself, but it is a very great factor in every ring. 

Finally there is just one word to be said in answer to 
those men who tell us that the show ring is of very minor 
importance, that the real purpose of the dairy cow is to 
give milk and butterfat, and the show ring will never help 
to make records. The best answer that has ever been 
given to this statement comes from a premier show man, a 
breeder of the most beautiful cattle and a man who is able 
to make records with his show stock. It is not possible 
to quote his exact words, but he has said virtually that the 
cow with an udder which would keep her out of the prize 
money in a show ring is nine times out of ten a cow that 
will not make an exceptionally strong record either in 
seven-day or yearly work. He goes on to show that the 
cow that has a misshapen udder is very frequently off in 
other points and, therefore, he maintains justly, that there 
Is a correlation between type and efficiency, all of which 
we believe is sustained in the majority of cases. 

_ Summing up the whole situation, we are willing to ad- 
mit that the shows are a very important factor in the 





progress of dairy breeding and the dairy industry. We 
admit that there is a great field for standardization of the 
principles of judging, but we do not agree with some who 
maintain that all judging should be done by a standard, 
which is another way of saying it should be done mechani- 


cally. —H. E. C. 





The Coming Sale Season 


T is evident from the lengthening sale calendar each 

week that the public sale has not lost favor as the 
means for the disposal of pure bred stock. From the 
number of sales being listed, the coming season will be 
quite as busy as the previous ones, despite the agitation 
which found favor in some sections of the Holstein press 
last spring and which tended to discredit this valuable 
means for the distribution of breeding animals. The 
World does not represent any sale company, so that it 
feels entitled at this time to speak freely upon the matter, 
which is of all importance to the Holstein public. As a 
matter of fact, if it gave vent to a slight prejudice for or 
against the public sale, the World might be tempted to 
speak selfishly against all public sales and in favor of more 
private sales, and consequently, more advertising by indi- 
viduals. But despite our prejudices we believe that the 
consideration of most importance is wide distribution of 
pure bred stock and we believe that when the interest of 
the buyers and sellers both are taken into consideration, 
the public sale offers perhaps the best and most economical 
means for this distribution. 

There is no better way to get started in Holsteins than 
through the public sale. Animals whose breeding value is 
unimpaired, but whose usefulness to their owners has 
terminated, can be purchased cheaply at public sales. The 
owners consign them for many legitimate reasons. They 
have a surplus of stock. They cannot use certain animals 
in their herd because of their relation to other members of 
the herd. They need quickly available cash. The Sale 
Ring offers a means to find buyers quickly and at a reason- 
able expense. 

The World believes that the Sale Ring is valuable in 
the upbuilding of the Holstein industry. We believe that 
those who sell in public sales realize that the Sale Ring is 
a permanent factor and that it must be preserved. There 
is not an organization owning a sale pavilion in this coun- 
try that does not exercise strict powers over the sale com- 
pany that use it for holding public sales, such powers pro- 
viding that only legitimate methods be employed in selling 
cattle and only guaranteed cattle be sold. 

The Sale Ring offers an excellent opportunity, both for 
buyers and sellers, and, as the situation stands, we have no 
fear in commending it. 


What Dairying Does 


HE following extract, from an article appearing in a 

prominent Central New York daily newspaper, is of 
interest to those who mark with satisfaction the ever- 
widening realm of the dairy cow: 

The average citizen has long been accustomed to 
believe that abnormally heavy yields from the staple 
crops are a mark of prosperity, while poor harvests 
are the reverse. There is now reason for suspecting 
that this law is not always operative. There may 
have been a time when a shrinkage of 40% in the 
wheat crop and of about 20% in all cereal crops 
combined, would have met widespread business de- 
pression; but that-is most emphatically not the case 
at present. 


Such a condition as described above exists to-day, but 
the fact that the farmer is not worrying about it, is due, 
not so much to a slightly higher price he will receive for 
his grain, as to the fact that he has another means of shel- 
ter from the blasts of hard times. The dairy cow stands 
between him and adversity, and she’s getting more numer- 
ous every year. ‘

Haeger exhibited Joe Calamo Hengerveld, a fine young- 
ster, sired by Woodcrest Hengerveld De Kol, from a 
daughter of Paul Calamo Korndyke. He was easily win- 
ner with the Powell entry second and W. B. Robinson 
of Wilkes-Barre, Pa., third. 

The yearling bull class saw the Haeger entry again 
winning. This time a son of King Segis Pontiac was 
shown, King Segis Arcady Posch, out of Arcady Johanna 
Posch, Gallup & Warner won ‘second with a son of King 
Segis Pontiac Alcartra, so that the blood of King Segis 
Pontiac was pretty well established in this class. The 
third: place in this class went to the Brown junior sire, 
Colantha Sir Aaggie Hartog, sired by Colantha Sir Aaggie 
and out of Colantha Hartog Clothilde. Fourth went to 
Mr. Powell’s Model King Segis Erica. 

In the bull calf class there was a large entry and here 
is where the Stone entries cut in on Haeger’s hitherto 
unbroken record of wins. After sending fourteen of the 
twenty-seven entries to the barn, Prof. Plum again cut 
his short line to seven and finally picked three of Messrs. 
Stones’ calves for first, third and fourth places. The 
Haeger entry was placed second. The winning calf was 
an inbred son of King Lyons 3d, being sired by him from 
one of his own daughters. The third prize calf was also 
by King Lyons 3d, while the fourth prize winner was 
sired by another Moyerdale bull, King Joh, Mr. Moyer’s 
famous junior sire. The Haeger bull was sired by King 
Segis Pontiac. 

The aged cow class was marked by fifteen entries and 
won with ease by Drosky Sadie Vale Cornucopia, a three- 
fourths sister to the world’s champion yearly milk pro- 
ducer, Lutschke Vale Cornucopia and to Mr. Nye’s King 
Cornucopia Sadie Vale. She was sired by Aaggie Cornu- 
copia Johanna Lad, Jr. Second prize honors were close, 
but Prof. Plum finally placed the Haeger show cow, 
Minerva Beets, second, and gave distinguished members 
of Mr. Powell’s herd, Annie De Kol Butter Girl and her 
daughter, Model Annie Butter Girl, third and fourth re- 
spectiv ely. In the class for four-year-old cows, the Haeger 
entries won first, second and third, with E. A. Powell's 
Model’ Alban Segis Princess in fourth place. Mr. Haeger 
also won the three-year-old class with Mahomet Osina 
Butter Girl, Alfred C. Ferguson’s Emma Gusto Pauline 
being second, while Mr. Nye’s daughter of King Cornu- 
copia Sadie Vale, K. C. S. V. Lutschke Cornucopia was 
third and the Pennsylvania entry of W. B. Robinson, 
fourth. In the two- year-old class, however, Mr. Fergu- 
son came right back, winning the blue with Bonnie Aaggie 
De Kol 2nd, sired by Spring Farm Pontiac King.

Fourth place went to a daughter of King Cornucopia Sadie

The two best exhibitor’s herds were shown by Mr.

A. Powell won first with second, third and fourth going 
to the Nye entries. The largest and best exhibit, the 
judges decided, was that of E. A. Powell, who had sixty- 
eight head. M.S. Nye was second with twenty-five. The 
championships resulted as predicted by the prizes in the 
different classes, Paul Calamo Korndyke being senior and 
grand champion and Drosky Sadie Vale Cornucopia being 
female senior and grand champion. The junior champion 
bull was King Segis Arcady Posch, while Shelter Valley 
Aaggie of Lynfield, the .good little Stone heifer, was award- 
ed junior championship in the female classes. 


There was one statement made by Prof. Plum to the 
Holstein men that strikes home to the New York show, 
however, in good style. He said in speaking of the show: 
“It seems too bad that the great State of New York can- 
not give more prize money to the Holstein classes. At 
other Fairs where I have judged there have been five 
and six prizes in each class for dairy animals, and I be- 
lieve that more attention should be paid to the develop- 
ment of the dairy classes.” And Prof. Plum’s statement 
struck many as being about right. The management of 
the Fair is spending, proportionately, too much money on 
its Horse Show to the disadvantage of the all important 
Dairy Show. What we need in New York is education 
along dairy type lines and not an exposition of the latest 
dance steps for equines.

By Dr. Kenyon L. Butterfield, Pres- 
ident of the Massachusetts Agricul- 
tural College at Amherst: 

New England dairying is at the 
parting of the ways. Either it will 
go on to still more deplorable and 
unsatisfactory conditions or else 
it will be reorganized in some big, 
comprehensive way, and put on 
its feet. To achieve the latter 
aim is a big undertaking. It means 
a great deal of education, a great 
deal of organization, a great deal 
of practical encouragement to the 
dairymen themselves, and_ thor- 
ough co-operation by everybody 
concerned. 

Now, the National Dairy Show, 
with its object lessons in breed- 
ing and keeping good stock, in 
using improved methods, and co- 
operating for business ends ought 
to be a great inspiration and 
stimulus to all) New England, 
with respect to dairy improve- 
ment. 

Of course, nobody can get very 
much help from the dairy show 
unless he goes to it and sees what 
it has to offer. I feel it almost 
becomes a duty of every dairy- 
man in New England to attend 
the dairy show this year, even if 
he doesn’t go to another fair for 
twenty years to come. Here is a 
chance for a big getting together 
that has never come before and 
may not come again for some 
time. The National Dairy Show 
comes at an opportune time. It 
is for the dairymen of New Eng- 
land to say whether they will 
make full use of the opportunity, 
I believe they will do this because 
the average New England farmer 
knows a good thing when he sees 
it, and he can’t help seeing, I am 
sure, that here is an unusual 
chance for him.

The present head of the National 
Dairy Show Association, H. E. Van 
Norman, does not lack for qualifica- 
tion to head such an enterprise, Aj- 
though a comparatively young man 
Prof. Van Norman has accomplished 
a great deal in educational circles 
along agricultural lines. He is at 
present Vice Director of the College 
of Agriculture of the University of 
California and Dean of the University 
Farm School, which is located at 
Davis in that state. 

Prof. Van Norman has been presi- 
dent of the Association since 191] 
having previously for two years been 
secretary and manager of the National 
Dairy Show Association. In 1907-8 
he had his first official connection with 
the Association, serving as vice-presi- 
dent. Prof. Van Norman began his 
agricultural work as assistant in but- 
ter making in the first dairy school 
ever held in Michigan. He was sub- 
sequently lecturer in the Michigan 
Farmers’ Institute and for two years 
manager of the State’s Dairy Farm.

Ans. Good clean barley can have 
no bad effect on cows soon to drop 
a calf. Ground barley is an excellent 
feed for all classes of stock and may 
be used in any mixture where corn 
meal or ground oats is indicated. This 
would apply to yearlings also. 


I have read with much interest your discus- 
sion of feeds in the Holstein-Friesian World. 
I am seeking some help for one particular cow 
in my herd. She is ten years old and was 
tested last spring, making 75 lbs. milk a day 
for seven days and only 5 Ibs. butter. We 
have several of her daughters and would like a 
credible record on her. She has a 27-Ib. sis- 
ter, We have succeeded in getting her dry 
lately. What feeds can I give her from now 
on until freshening and on test that might pos- 
sibly have some influence to raise her test? 
She is a small cow, very persistent and ot 
wonderful constitution. She would consume 
40 lbs. per day of Hartshorn’s test ration.

Ans. A grain mixture which has 
given much satisfaction in preparing 
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cows for test is 30 lbs. wheat bran, 
30 Ibs. hominy, 30 Ibs. ground oats, 
and 10 lbs. of oil meal. Feed enough, 
10 to 16 lbs. per day to get considera- 
ble fat on your cows before freshen- 
ing. 

I do not believe you can influence 
the fat in the milk through the feed 
mixture. 


I am particularly interested in Mr. FE. S. 
Savage’s articles in the Holstein World. I 
would like to have the question answered by 
Mr. Savage what he considers the best grain 
ration to feed with good corn ensilage and al- 
falfa hay. We have a milking herd of 21 grade 
Holstein cows. ; 

At present we are feeding a grain ration 
consisting of gluten, wheat bran and_buck- 
wheat, middlings and bran. We pay $1.30 per 
cwt. for wheat bran, 90c and $1 per cwt. for 
the buckwheat bran and $1.50 for gluten: cot- 
tonseed and oil meal cost $2.10 and $2.20 per 
cwt. 

Do you think we can afford to buy these 
grains when we only get $1.52 per hundred for 
milk testing 3.4 per cent. fat? cee 

We have one grade Holstein that is giving 
60 Ibs. milk per day testing 3 per cent. at 2% 
years. We feed her 15 lbs. grain per day with 
ensilage alfalfa. We think this shows what 
can be accomplished with a pure-blood bull on 
grade cows. | ae

500 Ibs. hominy or corn meal. 

600 Ibs. buckwheat middlings. 

400 lbs. gluten feed.

If corn meal or hominy is cheap and 
there is a good deal of middlings with 
the buckwheat, bran, the proportion 
of corn meal or hominy may well be 
increased.

About three weeks ago I found one of my 
four-months-old Holstein bull. calves not able 
to get up. I called a Veterinarian, who has 
been treating it since, but I can see no im- 
provement and it appears. that the muscles of 
the hind parts are shrinking away. Will you 
kindly give me some information through your 
Veterinary Department in regard to this mat- 
ter? Also state if any other calves are in 


danger of infection. They are all inclined 
to be constipated. R. E. M. 
Mich. 


Your calf has contracted paralysis. It 
may have been caused by injury, but 
more often it is caused by neglect of the 
bowels. ‘This calf’s condition has now 
become alarming, it having passed the 
period of time in which it should have 
shown symptoms of recovery, and you 
may just as well destroy him, as his re- 
cuperative powers and chances of re- 
covery are as much paralyzed as his 
hind quarters. Your other calves are 
in no danger except from the same 
cause that made this one susceptible, so 
it will be to your interest to relieve them 
from constipation as soon as_ possible. 
Nothing is more injurious to man or 
beast than indolence of the bowels and 
kidneys. Keep these agents working 
regularly and the whole system will 
prosper, but just as soon as they be- 
come obstructed the entire system is dis- 
organized and ready to go on a strike. 
For constipation give each calf, for one 
or more days, as the case may require, 
one teaspoonful of aromatic cascara se- 
grada; also half teaspoonful of tincture 
buchu in a half pint of water and feed 
only such food that will be nutritious 
and lubricating. Nothing is better 
adapted to growing calves than Stevens 
Calf Meal. It is a sure preventative for 
calf infantile paralysis, also many other 
diseases that these youngsters are heirs 
to. It creates nutrition for all organs 
of the body.

The bo- 
vine race would make as many com- 
plete recoveries as the human race if 
they could be afforded the opportunity 
with proper treatment, but the present 
policy is to give the cow one chance 
only and if once she reacts her fate is 
sealed, even though she stands the test 
several times without reacting. After 
once being condemned there is no re- 
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demption for the cow. She has to be 
killed to find out whether she did or 
did not die of tuberculosis. ae 

I have an old well bred cow in calf. She is 
only valuable to raise calves, as her bag has 
gone entirely bad. It is large and full of pus 
which cannot be milked out. Would be very 
glad if you will advise what to do.

Cut off, close to the bag, one or two 
teats if necessary, which will give vent 
to the pus and relieve the cow.

Bulletin No. 409, “Factors Affecting 
Interest Rates and Other Charges on 
Short-Time Farm Loans,” by C. W. 
Thompson, specialist on Rural Organ- 
ization, U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, gives the following discussion 
of the bearing that the borrower’s per- 
sonal characteristics have on his abil- 
ity to obtain short-time loans on sat- 
isfactory terms. 

“The borrower who is known as a 
man of honesty and integrity and who 
shows ability and judgment in the 
conduct of his farm business, will or- 
dinarily command the confidence of 
his banker and obtain credit on terms 
relatively favorable for his class of 
loans, whereas the individual who is 
uncertain in his personal character, er-

ratic in his judgment, and irregular in 
his business habits, will be considered 
a less desirable risk and, if he obtains 
a loan at all, usually must pay a higher 
rate of interest. In any case, if credit 
is to be extended wisely it is just as 
important to discourage its use among 
those who cannot be trusted as it is to 
grant credit to trustworthy borrow- 
ers who will use the borrowed money 
profitably and repay promptly. 
“Oftentimes the borrower may be 
honest and upright in his intentions, 
but may fail to appreciate the impor- 
tance of being prompt in meeting his 
obligations. Possibly he thinks that 
a few days after the date of maturity 
is soon enough to make payment, and 
that a little delay is unimportant. He 
may not stop to consider that extra 
work and expense are involved.

What a Bank is Doing 


An Example of Co-operation as Shown by One New England Banking House 


Arousing vital interest in agricul- 
ture in New England is not the only 
constructive work to be done in that 
section of the country with regard to 
this industry. Indeed, that work is 
but a minor consideration beside the 
task of fostering the agricultural in- 
stinct that still pervades the great 
manufacturing states comprising New 
England. It is as constructive and 
as useful to agriculture to assist those 
already engaged in it, as it is to in- 
spire others to take this pursuit up. 

An example of this letter form of 
constructive agriculture may be seen 
in the work done by the Federal De- 
partment of Agriculture and by the 
State Departments through their 
County Agents. This work has been 
going on for some time now and its 
methods are fairly well understood. 

But there has lately developed still 
another phase of constructive agri- 
culture that augurs well for the fu- 
ture of New England as a farming and 
dairy center. The banking institutions 


are taking up a line of co-operation 
similar in scope to the work done by 
the County Agents. An example of 
what can be done along this line may 
be seen in the work of the Plymouth 
County Trust Company of Brockton, 
Mass., by the way one of the deposito- 
ries for funds of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America. This bank- 
ing concern has an agricultural de- 
partment devoted to the work of fos- 
tering interest in agriculture in young 
people already on the farm and 
through its pig clubs, heifer clubs, 
bull associations and similar work, 
has done a world of good in Plymouth 
County. 

This work is in charge of Murray 
D. Lincoln of Brockton, who acts as 
field agent for the institution. The 
bank works at an advantage over the 
county agents, in that it furnishes the 
money to carry out the project that 
its agents suggest. For instance, in 
the pig and heifer clubs, the bank 
takes the boys’ and girls’ notes un- 


endorsed, in the pig clubs, and en- 
dorsed by the child's father in the 
heifer clubs. In the purchasing of cat- 
tle the bank furnishes high grade and 
pure bred dairy stock for one-third 
cash and the balance in monthly pay- 
ments at $8.00 per month per cow 
until the debt is liquidated. 

The current report of the Agricul- 
ture Department of this Bank to its 
directors, shows that during the last 
year there were distributed 569 pigs 
in this club work as against 189 the 
first year and 380 the second year, last 
year being the third year in the his- 
tory of the department. The depart- 
ment promoted a show of pigs, in 
which 48 were exhibited. The bank 
financed the purchase of 189 head of 
purebred stock and is responsible for 
a total of nearly $25,000 worth of bet- 
ter live stock brought into the com- 
munity. It has secured the erection 
of six new silos and until the failure 
of the corn crop, has prospects of 32

The report shows that the field 
agent made 969 visits, had 420 office 
calls and 444 'phone calls, wrote 720 
letters, distributed 600 pamphlets and 
gave out 30 account books and 18 
dairv sheets. He addressed 
twenty-five meetings, reaching 2496 
people and his department held eight- 
een meetings attended by approxi- 
mately 1073 people with a demonstra: 
tion of cooking, canning, orchard 
work, the handling of swine, cattle, 
milk and general co-operative work. 
In doing this work Mr. Lincoln trav- 
eled over 12,000 miles by auto.

Other work in which the depart- 
ment has figured has been the giving 
of assistance with four farm building 
plans, the figuring of twenty-seven 
dairy rations and ten crop rotations. 
The department has arranged for 
loans to sixty farmers, ten factory 
hands and thirty-six boys and girls 
for agricultural purposes. 

Among the projects under way are 
the purchase of three purebred Perch- 
eron horses, the organization of a 
calf club for raising purebred heifer

calves, the organization of two bul! 
associations, to which the bank will 
furnish purebred bulls for use in the 
community to raise the class of live 
stock and the organization of two 
more grain buying associations. 
Included in the work under way 
by the bank is a plan to start a con- 
test among factory hands to stimu- 
late them in the raising of more and 
better home gardens. It is also 
planned to establish winter courses for 


foreign women in cooking and do- 
mestic science. 

The work that the Plymouth County 
Trust Company is doing is of the ut- 
most importance to the community 
in which it works and in fact, to the 
whole of New England. One can 
readily imagine the tremendous influ- 
ence that work of this kind would 
have were it to be done by every im- 
pertant banking concern in the New 
England states.

The United West and East 


Under the caption of “A Word to 
Jersey Breeders,” R. M. Gow, Secre- 
tary of the American Jersey Cattle 
Club, furnishes a very timely article to 
the Jersey Bulletin, and as the article 
is quite applicable to all of the Cattle 
Clubs, it is worthy of reproduction, — 

Mr. Gow says: “How often in 
thought and word is our country 
divided into East and West! Is not 
the right idea union, not division? The 
country is united into East and West 
—that sounds rather strange. But the 
East and West are as necessary to 
each other as the two blades of a 
shears. 

“Once upon a time the West was an 
untrodden wilderness as far as civil- 
ized man was concerned. How was it 
changed into the magnificent domain 
it now is? Why, by the East in send- 
ing torth its manhood, its woman- 
hood, its brain, its brawn, its money 
and its goods to people and develop 
the Mississippi Valley, and to bring 
out its commercial and agricultural 
possibilities. The West owes the East 
a great debt of recognition and grati- 
tude. 


“And the people who have grown up 
in that vast West have poured back 
into the East the wealth they have 
won from its soil, and have demon- 
strated to the older section a wider 
and freer political, business and social 
viewpoint, acquired on the’ broad 
prairies and by the giant streams of 
the queenly West. Surely, in its turn, 
the East owes the West a great debt 
of recognition and gratitude. 

“Now in this year of grace 1916 the 
people of the East, headed by wide- 
awake and _ public-spirited citizens of 
the Old Bay State, realizing the fact 
that in agriculture and in dairying

Every animal offered must be 
pledged to absolute sale, and every 
discovered violation of this rule will 
debar the offending consignor from 
the future privileges of the sale pa- 
vilion. 

A copy of the foregoing resolu- 
tions shall be published in full on 
all entry blanks and in all cata- 
logues used for sales conducted in 
the pavilion, and shall form a part 
of the rules of entry to which each 
consignor shall subscribe.

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The Message of King Corn

Ensilage Corn 


Here’s a message right out of the 
heart of New England. Ira B. Bar- 
nard of Connecticut raised this crop 
of ensilage corn last year.

He used 
commercial fertilizers to “feed the 
plant” even though his land was fairly 
rich, and reaped the rewards of wise 
husbandry. 

Prof. Savage in his articles on Feed- 
ing Dairy Cattle, which are running 
throughout the year in the World, 


in Connecticut 


tells how to grow corn. In this very 
issue he tells us when to cut it for en- 
silage. Corn is the King of Crops for 
dairy cows. It furnishes the best and 
most economical roughage and the 
farmer and breeder who has not 
learned to raise a good crop of ensi- 
lage corn, has not gone far in the busi- 
ness of raising pure breds right. The 
silo is the trade mark of the good 
dairy farm, 





Cattle Fed From Waste 


Nearly 120,000 tons of valuable 
stock and poultry food, high in pro- 
tein, can be produced annually from 
the wastes of the salmon and sardine 
packing industries, and of the men- 
haden fish-oil and _fish-scrap factories 
on the coasts. This is exclusive of 
additional wastes from the tuna pack- 
ing companies and does not include a 
large additional tonnage of valuable 
stock food that could be made from 
dog fish, now the bane of the market 
fisherman. This statement is made 
in U. S. Department of Agriculture 
Professional Paper No. 378, Fish 
Meal: Its Use as a Stock and Poul- 
try Food, which was issued jointly 
by the Bureaus of Chemistry and An- 
imal Industry after they had com- 
pleted experiments in making a stock 
feed from fish waste and had tested 
it at the Government farm at Belts- 
ville, Md., as a food for dairy cattle, 
pigs and chickens. 

According to the conclusions reach- 
ed by the investigators, a vast amount 
of fish waste, which now is being used 
wholly for fertilizer and fish oil, can 
readily be made to yield a better qual- 
ity of fish oil and a vast tonnage of a 
highly concentrated feedstuffs. They 
point out that there will be little loss 
of fertilizing resources, because most 
of the valuable fertilizing elements in 


fish, which are retained in the fish 
meal, will be available in the manure 
ot the animals fed on this form of 
concentrate. 





An Electrical Dairy 

The Dairy Industry will be repre- 
sented by a feature exhibit at the New 
York Electrical Exhibition which will 
be held at Grand Central Palace, Oc- 
tober 11 to 21. The object of the 
exhibit will be to show that with mod- 
ern application of electricity in the 
dairy a considerable economy in labor 
and in money can be effected and that 
the milk itself need not be exposed to 
the air at any time, not even during 
the process of milking, until the bot- 
tle is opened by the consumer in his 
own home. 

A number of prize cows and several 
calves will be installed at the exposi- 
tion in the very latest types of sani- 
tary stanchions. These cows are Jer- 
seys and Holsteins, from the dairy 
farm of the Borden Company, and 
are noted for their enormous yield 
of milk as well as its richness in food 
values. Milking will be done at halt 
hour intervals during the day and 
evening with electric milking ma- 
chines. The completeness with which 
this exhibit is being arranged will 
make it one of interest to dairymen 
from every part of the country.
